In'dianapolis, 1ml., Dee. 12.—The 


supreme court in reversing the St. 
Joseph circuit court in the convic- 
tion of Thomas Ward, charged with 
unlawfully keeping intoxicating liq- 
nors, held that the 1917 prohibition 
law does not make it an offense to 
keep any quantity 
of intoxicating 


liquors within the state. • 


In the opinion it is shown 
that 


Ward was not a druggist, and was 
prosecuted tinder an affidavit of two 
counts, one of -which eha'rged- him 
with the unlawful 
sale of liquors, 


and the second charges him with 
keeping liquors within the state for 
sale, which comes under Section 3.~, 
of the prohibition l.'in-. T!ie jury in 
the St: Joseph county court did not 
give any verdict on the charge of 
selling liquors, hut 
found Ward 


guilty of keeping liquor wirMn 
the 


state for sale. 


"Ward made a motion in tlir "trial 


«our't for an arrest of judgment on 
the ground that the affidavit charg- 
ing the keeping of liquors for sale 
did not state an offense against the 
laws of the state, but the trial court 
overruled the motion, and he ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, which 
'upheld him in his contentions, and 
reversed the St. Joseph county court 
on its conviction.
